| Mr. and Mrs. Edward C. Fuller, superintendent and 

matron, who have been at the head of this institution 
for a number of years have discharged their respective 
duties and trust with great fidelity and integrity, they 
have our highest commendation and thanks for their 
good management of the institution and their humane 
treatment of the inmates. 

It has been the aim of the Commissioners in all 
eases to properly care for and aid those in actual need 
of assistance. Those at the farm have been well sup- 
plied with wholesome food, comfortable beds and cloth- 
ing and the sick have been well cared for by a trained 
nurse and the medical treatment has been well admin- 
istered by G. W. Barbour, M. D. of West Stewartstown. 

During the past year we have done considerable 
repairing on the County farm buildings so that they 
are now in good condition; the farm is also in a high 
state of cultivation. 

During the year we reduced the County debt by 
paying a County bond of $5,000.00 leaving the County 
debt $20,000.00, less than it was four years ago. The 
financial condition of the County is now in better shape 
than it has been for a number of years. The County 
appropriation for the past two years was reduced $25,- 
000.00 and with our present cash balance on hand we 
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are in a position to recommend a further reduction in 
County taxes for the next two years. 

The Commissioners wish to thank the Selectmen and 
the Overseers of the Poor in the various towns of the 
County for their hearty co-operation in assisting us in 
saving the County from unnecessary expense. 

We wish to thank all of the officers and citizens of 
the County and all with whom we have had dealings 
for their uniform kindness and courtesy.
